All the paintings are heirlooms, with the exception of those marked with 
an asterisk * which are the personal property of C. E. DasHwoop, Eso. 


The collection of pictures from Wherstead Park was begun by the 
Rt. Honble. James Vernon (1646-1727), Secretary of State to William III. 
It was continued by his son, the famous Admiral Edward Vernon, and 
by his grandson Francis Vernon, Earl of Shipbrook, and received additions 
from the Harland family on the marriage of his great-granddaughter 
and eventual heiress Arethusa Vernon to Sir Robert Harland, 2nd Bt., 
the builder of Wherstead. On Lady Harland’s death in 1860 it passed 
to her great-nephew, the father of the present owner. 

There is no portrait of the Secretary, but his wife appears (lot 94), 
together with portraits of William III (92), George I (93), and Prince 
George of Denmark, consort of Queen Anne (120), presented to him by 
the respective sitters. His eldest brother, Francis Vernon, F.R.S., 
traveller and diplomatist, was painted (lot 129) by a Venetian artist 
in the dress of a slave of the Algerine pirates, by whom he had been 
captured. The Secretary’s eldest son, James Vernon (lot 88), married a 
daughter of Charles, Lord Clifford, son of the first Earl of Burlington, 
and brought to the collection portraits of her uncle, the second Earl of 
Berkeley (105) and of her half-brother Henry Boyle, Lord Carleton, 
builder of Carlton House (75). James’s son Francis was created Earl of 
Shipbrook in Ireland and appears (lot 79). 


The second son of the Secretary was Admiral Edward Vernon, 
the hero of Portobello, fondly nicknamed ‘‘ Old Grog”’, and for a time 
the most popular man in England. There are three likenesses of the 
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Tue DasHwoop HEIRLOOM COLLECTION—continued. 
Admiral himself (lots 115, 116, 117), and two important pictures (lots 
112, 113) of his principal actions, the attack on the “ Iron Castle ”’ at Porto- 
bello in 1739, and that on Cartagena Harbour in 1741. Portraits also 
appear of his fellow Admirals Cavendish (131), Sir George Byng (100), 
and Sir Robert Harland (89, 90). 


It was the son of the latter officer, the second Sir Robert (121, 134), 
who married Arethusa Vernon ; lots 64, 74, 77, 84, 102, and others followed 
this connexion. ; 

The portraits of members of the well-known East Anglan family of 
Anguish of Somerleyton (lots 67 and 68) together with two of the Osborne 
family (lots 95 and 96), were bequeathed to the Honble. Mrs. Whyte- 


Melville Duncan, aunt of the present owner, as a result of her life-long 
friendship with Catherine Anguish, Duchess of Leeds (d. 1837).

the harbour of Portobello, on the north side of the Isthmus of Darien, 
with a squadron of six British ships of the line, under Vice Admiral 
Edward Vernon, attacking the entrance to the harbour, defended 
by the fort known as the “ Iron Castle ” (San Felipe de todo Hierro), 
Commodore Charles Brown in the “‘ Hampton Court ’, leading the 
attack. In the middle distance, on the right, is seen the Fort called 
the Castle de Gloria, on the left of which several Spanish ships are 
anchored in the main bay 807m. by 1101n. 


This celebrated feat of arms, carried out by Admiral Vernon with only six ships 
under his command, was the cause of tremendous rejoicing. Both Houses of 
Parliament voted their thanks to the Admiral and he was given the Freedom of 
the City of London, and a very large number of Commemoration medals were 
struck, all bearing Vernon’s head, with the words “ He took Porto Bello with six 
ships ’’—as indeed he had undertaken to do in a speech delivered in the House 


of Commons.

113. The Attack on Cartagena, March 23, 1741. The British Fleet, under 


Vice-Admiral Edward Vernon, reinforced by MRear-Admiral Sir 
Chaloner Ogle, after assembling in the Playa Grande, is seen attacking 
one of the entrances to Cartagena Harbour, known as Boca Chica, 
defended on the left, or northern side, by the Fort. St. Luis, and on 
the opposite side by the Fort St. Joseph. 330n. by 54tn. 


This was the successful action, which Admiral Vernon reported on April Ist, 
expressing the hope that the fall of the City of Cartagena would soon follow. 
Popular opinion, still idolising the hero of Portobello, interpreted the hope as 
intelligent anticipation, and much rejoicing followed; but Brigadier General 
Wentworth, who commanded the siege troops, failing to second Admiral Vernon, 
the whole enterprise had to be abandoned less than three weeks later.

*,.* Edward Vernon, second son of James Vernon, Secretary of State under 
William III and his wife, Mary Buck (see lot 94), entered the Navy 1700;

captured Portobello the same year (see lot 112) ; issued in 1740 the memorandum 
forbidding the serving out of raw spirits to the ships’companies, the official mixture 
of rum and water becoming popularly known as “ grog ’”’ from the nickname of 
the Admiral ; led the attack on Cartagena, 1741 (see lot 113) ; during his absence 
elected Member of Parliament for Penryn and Ipswich ; Admiral of the White, 
1745 ; struck off the list of the Admiralty in 1746 for publishing two pamphlets 
containing letters received from the Secretary of State and the Board of the 
Admiralty.
